Abstracts Talks Made Before County Agents, September 25, Gainesville, 


the spring 1923 this depart- 
ment first began receive 
requests for aid fighting vnu- 
sual outbreak aphids Hillsbor- 
ough and Pinellas counties. the 
time this was thought merely 
unusual outbreak the melon aphis 
which would soon subside, and except 
for sending out directions for combat- 
ting the pest particular attention 
was given the matter. 

The outbreak apparently died down 
the summer 1923 but was re- 
newed the fall, and the 
serious that the junior writer went 
down into Polk county investigate 
the outbreak person. once 
recognized that the aphid was not the 
melon aphis, but was unable iden- 
tify it. There doubt but what 
the insect responsible for the out- 
break 1923 was this new citrus 
aphis. has probably been Florida 
for several years small numbers. 
Indeed, Mr. Jeffries, the superintend- 
ent the citrus sub-station Lake 
Alfred, very positive tha: saw 
the curled leaves characteristic this 
insect Pinellas county early 
1921. 


the present time the aphids are 
few numbers and are doing very lit- 
tle damage citrus, but they are 
found practically all citrus 
groves the state except perhaps 
the few Putnam county from which 
the aphid has not yet been reported. 
Naturally the question now uppermost 
our minds is, “Will return?” 
other words, the present slump 


seasonal one? Unfortunately one 
able give positive answer 
this question. can only cite some 
evidence bearing the question. 
the first place died down last sum- 
mer just has this summer. The 
decrease numbers this summer has 
been largely due fungous disease 
which has been identified the De- 
Entomophthora, probably 
scribed species. Probably was this 
same fungus that controlled last 
summer also. 

The species has been identified 
members the Bureau Entomology 
Aphis spiraecola Patch, aphid 
which more less widespread 
throughout the northern states spi- 
rea, genus which includes, among 
others, the common bridal wreath. 


Miss Patch, who described the species, 
now the opinion that iden- 
tical with Aphis pomi. This 
aphid more less widespread 
through the north apples, which 
occasionally gets abundant enough 
quite serious pest. this con- 
nection interesting note that 
the aphid was found apple here 
the Station grounds Gainesville ten 
years ago, and that Dr. Berger, the 
State Plant Board, found Cra- 
taegus, haw, closely related plant 
The aphids taken from citrus the 
Station grounds this summer were 
readily transferred and the 
few found apple and sand pear 
were just readily transferred 
citrus. would seem that Miss Patch 
probably right and that the two are 
the same. However, the Station 
planning raise several generations 
apple and citrus respectively, 
and see can find any differences 
those raised the different host 
plants. 

Unfortunately the identification 
does not clear the origin the out- 
break. How did this aphid happen

become major pest citrus all 
once?. other words, why did drop 
down our industry “out the 
blue?” are three plausible ex- 
planations. First, has been cit- 
rus, perhaps unnoticed, for good 
many years, and the present outbreak 
was due unusual climatic condi- 
tions. This the view taken sev- 
eral students the insect. Second, 
has but just found our citrus. Third, 
has recently developed strain 
which took citrus. Though possibly 
but little better than 
authors are inclined the opinion 
that the third possibility more 
probable. very definitely spread

Little Green Fruit Shipped 
Says Skelly 


ican Fruit Growers, Inc., Orlando, does 
not agree with the opinion that the 
recent decline the grapefruit mar- 
ket chargeable principally the 
shipment immature fruit. When 
asked for his views this subject, 
result opinions such effect 
expressed some recent news items, 
Mr. Skelly replied: 

have seen some recent statements 
that apparent effect but believe 
that such view erroneous and its 
expression not advisable, particular- 

“It our belief that the whole 
very small quantity green and 
immature grapefruit has gone forward 
this season. Hon. Nathan Mayo, com- 
missioner agriculture, has shown 
splendid zeal for the good the citrus 
industry and from the beginning has 
given great deal his time, per- 
sonal attention and personal effort 
this matter. His own efforts, ably 
supplemented both state and feder- 
inspectors under his direction, have 
kept very close watch shipments 
and the fruit going out has, general, 
been good could have been ex- 
pected, both maturity and color. 

“It our belief also that great 
majority the growers and shippers 
have endeavored good faith co- 
operate fully with the commissioner 
these ends. true that some 
grapefruit has been shipped the 
color test alone; that is, the basis 
over per cent color, regardless 
the acid test. that shippers 
who pack fruit that only 
per cent colored, and without regard 
anything else, make serious mis- 
take, neither dealers nor consum- 
ers desire that kind fruit. 

“On the whole, however, very 
small percentage what generally 
understood green grapefruit has 
gone out the state and our 
opinion, the decline prices has been 


caused primarily the heavy volume 


grapefruit shipments, rather than 
inferiority the fruit itself. The 
trade does not seem ready 
able absorb present the amount 
fruit that has been going forward 
during the past week the high 
prices that were received the early 
shipments, when the fruit was going 
out only moderate quantities. 
result, and can always an- 
ticipated under such circumstances, 


only the exceptionally fine, well 
packed and palatable fruit that will 
bring any premium prices, and such 
true even the present time. 

“If the growers and shippers this 
state will use good judgment ship- 
ping only good, palatable grapefruit 
quantities only the markets are 
able readily absorb, can han- 
dled satisfactory prices. One need 
not expect that miracles can per- 
formed after the fruit reaches the 
diverting point, and shippers not 
adhere largely the principle 
before reaches the diverting point, 
then they will have cut down the 
shipments that will not have 
tramped around the markets 
find sale. 

“Our own organization 
changed its policy any way this 
season. are not willing that any 
fruit should out under our Blue 
Goose trade name any our brands 
that does not measure the re- 
quired standard. addition this 
must palatable and show the 
proper degree color appeal 
the consumer. 

“There is, and has been entirely 
too much talk about green fruit ship- 
ments. Such public discussions are 
inevitably spread all over the United 
States through the press and consti- 
tute the most undesirable publicity 
imaginable from the standpoint 
marketing Florida products, necessar- 
ily creating the minds the trade 
prejudice and atmosphere 
uncertainty about all the fruit ship- 
ped, whether fact good bad, 
with its consequent reactions the 
market value. 

great many growers and ship- 
pers seem show lack confi- 
dence and endeavor give reason 
when conditions not come 
their expectations. Let all con- 
fine our talk boosting the fine 
quality Florida oranges and grape- 
fruit. not know any industry 
that receiving the knocks within its 
ranks that are being received the 
Florida citrus industry whole. 

“What shippers ought do, and 
what believe they are the main 
sincerely striving do, see 
that they not work any de- 
ception the consuming public and 
ship only fruit that good eat. 


Beyond that, whatever publicity 
given the matter should directed 
toward establishing confidence the 
part both the public and the trade 
truthful presentation the ef- 
forts that have been made insure 
against such deception, both the 
state and federal authorities, and the 
sincere co-operation the growers 
and shippers themselves.”

Having used the copper spray 
the fall and gotten surprisingly good 
results the method has been more 
widely applied goodly profit. 

Growers who could not prune

Contrary 
anticipations Whitefly and scale 
fungii were not completely destroyed 
predicted. 

second spraying with oil emul- 
sion was not generally needed the 
use Bordol and bordeaux oil 
the fall was more costly than oil 
alone, only the cost the copper 
used. 

The gain quality fruit the 
following season sufficient 
more than cover the cost copper 
spraying and most cases great 
enough have covered two spray- 
ings had they been needful. 

For having destroyed coated ov- 
the scab and melanose there was 
much less fungus present 
the spring that scab spraying then 
was not exacting, less solution did 
the work and less accurate work 
coating effective. best 
great deal spraying carelessly 
done and anything which will allow 
routine spraying attain greater ef- 
fectiveness vast benefit. 


Aside from the gain fungus con- 
trol, the fall spraying with Bordol 
and Bordeaux oil seemed all cases 
stimulate trees and foliage 
much that the bettered tree condi- 
tion was worth the extra cost in- 
volved. Now tree and foliage better- 
ment may the result eliminat- 
ing unrecognized fungii may 
trees—there room for considerable 
research along these lines account 
for the many benefits Mr. Grossen- 
bacher and others nave attributed 
Bluestone.

The writer feels that the makers 
Bordol have made very 
contribution better fruit 
Florida and simplifying spray- 
ing problems well the econ- 
omy fruit raising for even admit- 
ting theoretical criticisms true, 
still bordeaux oil and con- 
stitute vast economy over separate 
spraying with bordeaux followed 
oil alone. 

However there nothing indi- 
cate that Bordol 
fected that sprays along the same 
line cannot developed other 
manufacturers. Therefore would 
seem well experiment with other 
forms copper develop the char- 
acteristics possessed the proprie- 
tary article. That is, would seem 
entirely possible develop inde- 
pendently copper spray which would 
destroy inimical fungus without any 
tomogenous fungii, likewise possible 
make copper spray which like 
Bordol Mulsion will keep indefinitely 
until used. Also ought, with dif- 
ferent forms copper, quite pos- 
sible retain the insect killing pow- 
ers the oil emulsion un-diminish- 
while still being thoroughly ef- 
fective against 

This vast field research. 
Therefore would more service 
the industry more work 
was done along these lines rather 
efforts being made further 
perpetuate the which have 
long prevented growers from reap- 
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ing the benefits copper sprays 
the fall. 

suggested the original article 
the more adventurous growers with 
the courage their convictions have 
found Bordol and Bordeaux oil ef- 
fective against whitefly and scale 
oil emulsion alone. The flaking 
whitefly soot following Bordol more 
complete than the writer found with 
any emulsion alone. the 
reason for this better removal soot 
may that the copper actually at- 
tacks the soot and destroys 
does other fungus growth. the 
better cleansing may due more 
perfect atomizing Bordol than us- 
ually occurs straight oil emul- 
sions. 

adopting Bordol for his own fall 
use the writer preferred 
deaux oil merely because greater 
convenience and economy and 
Bordol was not available would 
use bordeaux oil and begin experi- 
ments along the lines outlined. How- 
ever long the Bordol avail- 
able and more costly than the 
homemade formula would the 
long run there has been need for 
him into the complexity de- 
veloping such spray. And the ama- 
teur who starts any such research 
has much harder task ahead than 
usually realized. From cost basis 
the time labor and waste ma- 
terial and convenience are all figured 
Bordol seems actually cheaper than 
home made sprays. 

Bordol was ready hand and 
proved adapted his purpose the 
writer was spared this period ex- 
perimentation and adopting 
for his own fall use and suggesting 
that others might profit thereby 
speaks from very considerable per- 
iod field work. And finaily the 
profits and loss actual practise 
are more value the man the 
grove than the soundest theory

The Federal Horticultural Board 
its earlier announcements regarding 
the conditions under which further 
entry grapes might permitted 
from the Almeria district emphasized 
the necessity complete eradication 
the Fruit Fly from that district 
the only satisfactory safeguard against 
importation grapes carrying fruit 
fly larvae, since infested grapes may 
identical appearance with those 
which are not infested. 


the efforts the Spanish grape grow- 
ers eradicate the Mediterranean 
Fruit Fly the district referred 
have been unsuccessful, but view
